THE  PROBLEM  07  OUTER  MONGOLIA 

Outer  Mongolia  la  a  secret  zone.  The  Czuriat  Regime  had  already 
otretched  out  ita  evil  hand  and  had  made  this  secret  zone  a  protectorate. 

Since  the  revolution  the  Government  of  Soviet  RubbIr  has  adopted 
the  sano  policy  ar.d  succeeded  in  winning  over  thio  country.  As  is  quite 

evident  if  we  look  at  the  nap  of  East  Aaia,  Outor  Mongolia.  is  of  importance 
from  tho  point  of  view  of  Japan^se-Mf nchukuonn  influence  today  because 
it  is  the  flank  defence  of  tho  Siberian  Railroad  which  ie  a  connecting 
lino  botweon  Soviet  torritory  in  tho  Fpt  East  end  in  Eurooo. 

If  Outor  Mongolia  bo  combined  with  Japan  and  Mnnchukuo,  Soviet 
torritory  in  tho  Far  Seat  will  fall  into  a  vory  dangerous  condition, 
and  it  is  possible  that  tho  influence  of  tho  Soviet  Union  in  the  Far 
East  might  bo  romoved  almoot  without  fighting.  Therefore,  the  Army 
aims  to  extond  Japanoso-Manchuriaa  power  into  Outer  Mongolia  by  all 
moans  at  hand  and  as  its  first  step,  to  establish  normal  and  correlate 
diplomatic  relatione  botwoen  Manchulcuo  and  Outor  Mongolia  regarding  the 
latter  aa  an  independent  country,  without  considering  Soviet  Russian 
will.  They  aro  furthering  their  work  against  Western  Inner  Mongolia, 
to  be  explained  next,  to  conciliate  the  Outer  Mongolian  race. 

But  if  Outer  Mongolia  ahould  set  it  a.t  naught  our  moderate  intentions 
aB  ntated  abovo  and  should  invade  Manchukuo  with  Soviet  Russia,  the  Imperial 
Army  1b  ready  to  hold  fast  to  each  foot  and  inch  of  torritory  with  firm 
resolution  in  light  of  the  spirit  of  the  protocol  between  Japan  and 
Manchukuo. 

THE  PROBLEM  OF  INNER  MONGOLIA 

TarTlT. 

Western  Inner  Mongol  in  (Chaha-r  and  Suiyuon  ProvincoJ  and  the  zone  to 
the  west  of  those  are  of  great  valuo  for  executing  tho  continental  policy 
of  Japan. 

Should  the  said  zone  be  placed  in  the  sphore  of  Japanese  and 
Manchurian  influence,  it  moans  that  will  be  a  ba.se  for  pacification  of 
their  brothers  of  tho  samo  race  in  Outher  Mongolia,  moreover  that  the 
influence  of  Soviet  Russia  which  comes  from  HSING-KIANG,  as  woll  aa  a 
land  link  botweon  Soviet  Russia  and  China,  will  both  be  blocked, 
fundamentally  frustrating  the  plan  of  the  Third  International  movement 
against  China.  In  p.  passivo  senso  the  said  zono  will  be  the  shield 
against  Connunization  of  tho  establishment  of  peace  and  order  in  Mnnchukuo. 
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If  tho  said  zono  a/.ould  not  bn  pinned  In  the  8nhnro  of  Jn/ofinoBe  find 
Manchurian  influenco,  but  loft  to  natural  tendencies,  It  1b  obvious 
that  Bolshovizntior.  will  lmrodlr toly  clone  in  on  tho  western  frontier 
of  Kfincltukuo  through  Outer  Kon.colin  find  oirikinng  diBtnct. 

Tron  tho  above  standpoint  tho  Irworiftl  firry  has  boon  furthering  its 
work  with  regard  to  ’/oecern  Innor  Mongolia  for  several  yonrs.  The  con¬ 
ditions  ir.  tho  past  rovi  p.t  x/roeor.t  wa  Aaecribod  in  n  ncpr.yto  shoct.
